COLON, Colombia, March 14.—The Colom- 
bian line steamship Allianca,which was fired 
on by a Spanish war vessel off the eastern 
point of Cuba March 8, took no war materi- 
als from here when she sailed March 5. 
Her 1,700 tons of general freight and 200 
tons of bananas quite filled her. Cubans 
here say the Allianca was fired on prob- 
ably under the belief that she was a filibust- 


er. They say it is an old Spanish custom to 


fire upon any suspected vessel. It is rumored 
that two schooners flying the American flag 
and carrying arms are wandering between 
here and Yucatan. 

Cuban patriots and neighboring countries 
are anxious to return to Cuba.

OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE.

A dispatch was sent to the com- 
mander of the military at Pueblo, ordering 
him to report immediately and exactly on 
what notice he could put his command in 
the field and the railroad authorities there 
were asked in a telegram in what length of 
time a special train could be furnished and 
gent to the scene of the riots. It was found 
that within three hours of an order issuing 
the Pueblo troops could be landed in Wal- 
senburg.

“FINANCIERS.” 


It is pot surprising to learn that the 
“mukiciers” of Berlin and other German 
cities have lodged a protest with Chan- 
cellor Hohenlohe against the calling of an 
international monetary conference. It 
was the “financiers” who in 1871 com- 
mitted Germany to the single gold stan- 
dard. As dealers in. money they nat- 
urally wanted it made dear. They will 
fight with all their might to keep it dear. 

And they will have the assistance of 


the “finanbiers” of all the rest of the 


world. Lombard street and Wall street 
will heartily back up Bleichroder and his 
associates in trying to defeat a confer- 
ence. If, in spite of their protest, a 
conference is called, they will use their 
combined and powerful influence to de- 
feat its purpose. 

The money power of England in par- 
ticular will battle desperately against 
any attempt to make money less dear, 
Mr. Mulhall estimates that at the pres- 
ent time England has loans out to other 
peoples amounting in the aggregate to 
not less than $15,000,000,000 (fifteen billion 
dollars). The value of these loans meas- 
ured by commodities has increased not 
less than 35 per cent in the last twenty 
years. Naturally England, as the great 
creditor nation, wants money made dear 
and kept dear. And the selfish interest 
of all the rest of the “financiers” is with 
her. 

We believe, however, that the inter- 
national conference will be held. And 
whether held or not, the cause, of bi- 
metallism is sure to win in the long run.

A SUSPICIOUS COMPROMISE. 


The proposition to compromise the 
city’s claim against the Edison Illuminat- 
ing Co. under the 5 per cent ordinance 
will hardly bear analysis. 

The ordinance embodying the compro- 
mise, which has been favorably reported 
to the Council, provides for the payment 
of $25,000 cash and $7,500 per annum 
for the remaining term of the franchises 
of the Missouri and Municipal electric 
lighting companies in lieu of all claims of 
the city under the ordinance requiring 
the companies to pay 5 per cent of their 
gross receipts into the treasury. 

The total amount the city will receive 


through this compromise is $62,500. But 


the Missouri and Municipal companies, 
which the Edison Illuminating Co. has 
absorbed, owe the city about $100,000 of 
back taxes. The tax on the Missouri's 
gross receipts for last year amounted to 
$18,858.80, and on the Municipal’s gross 
receipts. for the year previous, the last 
available returns, amounted to $8,553.80, 
If the receipts should not increase in five 
years the total amount of the tax would 
amount’ to. $135,063.30.

POOR OLD CHICAGO, 


‘Having awakened and discovered that 
St. Louis is taking her trade, Chicago | 
is now engaged in a frantic effort to 
devise a plan to get it back again. True 
to the Chicago disposition, her first 
thought is of boodle. She suspects that 
St. Louis bribed the merchants to come 
and buy goods and she is hastfly' collect- 
ing a slush fund to lure them back again. 

It is true that buyers who come to St. 
Louls are paid for purchasing here. They 
freely admitted it in the columns of the 
Post-Dispatch. They are handsomely 
paid in lower prices, better goods and 
more courteous treatment than they 
could get in Chi¢age, ‘These inducements 
never entered the sordid minds of the 
Porkopolis mh nts, whose motto has 
always been, “Get all you can.” 

The simple fact is that the country 
merchants are weary of the knock-down- 
and-drag-out methods of Chicago busi- 
ness men. They found e better market, 
honest dealing and courteous treatment 
in St. Louis. The inevitable result is the 
turning towards St. Louis of the tide 
of business which has hitherto gone to 
Chicago. No amount of slush funds, 
though piled mountain high, can stop it. 

The situation emphasizes the statement 
of the Post-Dispatch that the future of 
St. Louis lies before hef and the future 
of Chicago lies behind her. 


THE MENACE OF ELECTION FRAUDS. 


Members of the State Legislature from 
the country districts who regard city 
election laws as a matter of indifference 
to them and their constituents labor un- 
der gross error. 


the next election about 125,000 votes, 
which are more than one-fifth of the 
total vote of the State. They hold the 
balance of power in the State. 
laws which favor frauds in elections 
the political bosses of these two cities, or 
of one of them, may determine the polit- 
foal complexion of the State govern- 
ment and the electoral vote of the State. 

It is vain to expect partisan advan- 
tage from fraud-favoring laws. The cor- 
rupt bosses and boodlers of municipal 
politics are non-partisan. They play 
into each other’s hands and are always 
ready to betray their parties at any time 
for personal ends. Opportunity for elec- 
tion fraud in any part of the State, and 
especially in large cities where votes may 
be handled in blocks, is a menace to the 
whole State. 

The legislators no longer have the ex- 
cuse that a satisfactory election bill 
cannot be had. The Senate compromise 
bill embodies all the essential points for 
a good election law. It provides the safe- 
guards which were from the beginning 
of the agitation for election reform 
pointed out and advocated by the Post- 
Dispatch as necessary to the prevention 
of election rascality. It provides for 
fresh registration at every election, small 
precincts, precinct registration, revision 
and posting. It does not require the 
courts to dabble in politics. 

The failure of the Legislature to ac- 
complish this important work of reform 
legislation will be indefensible.

THE TELEPHONE RENTAL BILL. 


Representative Walton’s charge that 
his telephone rental reduction bill 4s 
“hung up” in the Senate Committee on 
Corporations is a serious reflection on 
the Democratic majority of that body. 

The only interest opposing this bill, is 
the telephone monopoly. On the other 
hand, the interests of the people demand 
its adoption as a just measure of pro- 
tection against oppressive exactions. On 
the one side there is not a single argu- 
ment except the plea for the continued 
power to levy excessive rates for monopo- 
lized privileges and on the other all the 
arguments in favor of the guarding of 
the people from the burdens imposed 
upon them by unchecked greed. 

An enormous surplus of profits is in- 
volved in the bill, and being so clearly 
for the public welfare, its defeat either 
in committee or by the Senate would 
give ground for grave suspicion of mo- 
tives. The bill having passed the House, 
there is special reasom for its adoption 
by the Senate. 

The Democratic majority of the Senate 
cannot afford to serve as the stronghold 
of monopoly when the Republican House 
fails it. . 

CHEAP SCHOOL BOOKS. 

The indefinite postponement by the 
House of the bill restoring the State 
School Book Commission is both a polit- 
ical and an economic blunder which the 
House still has time to correct.

HAVANA, March 14.—Offician information 
by the Government of the situation in San- 
tiago de Cuba has just been given out. A 
dispatch just received by the military Gov- 
ernor of Havana says that Col. Santodoses 
with 1.000 men met a band of 400 insurgents 
near Guantanamo. There was a desperate 
battle, lasting for an hour anda half. This 


battle was plainly seen from the roofs of 
houses in the city. The insurgents were de- 
feated, with a loss of fifty killed and 
wounded, while the Government troops 
had but six men killed. Many horses and 
mules were killed. In his message Gen. 
Garrich, commander of the troops, com- 
mends the officers and men for their brav- 


ery. 

Te is also reported by the Government 
that Masse, one of the insurgent leaders in 
Santiago, says he was misied but is ashamed 
to surrender. He says there are only 700 
men in the movement in Santiago, two- 
thirds of whom are negroes. 

Seven insurgents surrendered to the mil- 
itary Governor of Santa Clara. Troops 
which have been pursuing the insurgents 
in the Carthenega district have returned, 
as the province is now tranquil. All is quiet 
in the provinces of Havana, Puerto, Prin- 
cipe, Pinas del Rio and Matanzas. 

Spanish forces which have been pursuing 
the bands formerly under the leadership of 
Matas overtook one of them between a- 
tezas and Mono Prieto. Crystobal Rod- 
riguez, a bandit, was killed. Many stands 
of arms and horses were captured. 

The party of insurgents operating near 
Baire, it is reported, is reduced to forty 
men and one chief. They are negotiating 
for surrender. Among those seeking am- 
nesty are many men who have been wound- 
ed and have returned to their homes. The 
operations of the troops have broken up 
the revolutiorf’Ary party there. Gen. La 
Chambre telegraphs that the situation is 
improved. 

iss Amparo Orbe, the flancee of the chief 
of the Ybarra party, is a prisoner of war. 

She is but 16 years of age, and was cap- 
tured after the engagement near the Ig- 
nacia plantation.

“CONSUL WILLIAMS. 


Madrid Officials Do Not Deny That His 
Recall Is Contemplated. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—There has 
been a space of seven days since the cable 
report came from Madrid that a Cabinet 
council had agreed to ask the recall of 
United States Consul Williams at Havana. 


Since then there has been no official demand 
for his recall. Mr. Williams has stated in 
Havana that he had not heard of the con- 
templated recall, and yet the Spanish of- 
ficilals at Madrid have not deni the orig- 
inal report that a demand for his recall had 
been agreed upon. Under these circum- 
stances officials intimate that the return of 
President Cleveland from his hunting trip 
and the recovery of wocretaxy Gresham 
from his attack of the p will lead to a 
clearing up of the situation, as the absencd 
of the two chiefs most concerned with the 
diplomatic affairs is regarded as explana- 
tory of the inaction cover ng seven days 
Since the report first came from Madrid. 
Spanish officials here will say nothing on 
the subject, either E or denying the 
report, but it is believed they would take 
occasion to dismiss the report if it was en- 
tirely groundless. 


WANT ANNEXATION. 


Cuban Leaders Hope to Make the Island 
Part of the Great Republic.

COLON, Colombia, March 14.—The Cuban 
revolutionary leaders who are directing af- 
fairs from the neighboring island of Ja-

A large sum of money, subject to 
their order, is said to be on deposit in banks 
in Kingston.

He has 
a family to provide for and finds it an uphill 
task indeed when over 35 per cent of the 
wages allowed him by law is drained into 
the pockets of an intermiediary.

Rev. Dr. W. W. Boyd returned this morn 
ing from Jefferson City, where he has been 
in the interest of the social evil law. Dr. 
Boyd is enthusiastic over the success of the 
measure, Which now only needs the signa- 
ture of Gov. Stone to become a law. 

Dr. Boyd reached the State capital Mon- 
day morning and went at once to the Sen- 
ate Chamber. The bill had already been en- 
grossed, and after the Senate heard the 
Doctor it was passed under a suspension of 
the rules by a unanimous vote. Every 
Senator who was present had his name re- 
corder as favoring the bill. 

In the House the bill was sent to its sec- 
ond reading Tuesday and referred to the 
Judiciary Committee. The committee re- 
turned a favorable report -Wednesday, and 
again a unanimous vote was given and the 
bill went to the Governor just forty-three

The representative of a printing house of 
this city makes the charge, in a letter to 
the Post-Dispatch, that the City Register’s 
office is run in the interest of printing 
houses with which Republicans are. promi- 


nently identified. Even when printing is 
advertised, this letter says, the advertise- 
ment is delayed until the last moment and 
certain brands of paper demanded. 

The kicker asserts that he has got heads 
of departments to request that his house be 
given work, and always without result, He 
says he and other solicitors have been on 
hand when work was to be done, but were 
not encouraged to bid or given any of the 
small work. He asserts that there are at 
least 100 houses here capable of doing as 
good work as the alleged favored few. 

City Register Pocock explained that 
under the ordinances When work amounts 
to $200, sealed proposals are asked for; when 
it amounts to $100 as many as five houses 
are asked for sealed bids. 

“The heads of departments do request 
that small work be given to the house that 
did it before as that is the only natural 
thing to do. One record book is desired. The 
house that previously furnished the book 
can do it cheaper than anyone else.“ 

Mr. Pocock submitted a list of prin 
houses whose representatives call daily an 
whom he notifies when as much as $100 worth 
of work is to be done. 

„1 will put any house on that list that 
requests it,“ he said, “As for this writer's 
suggestion,” added Mr. Pocock, all I can 
say is that he should secure a revision of 
the ordinances. There is no favoritism here. 
I know the politics of the printing houses 
only by hearsay.”

FATAL FIRE.

One Man Killed and Four Injured by 
Flames at Laramie. 
LARAMIE, Wyo., March 14.—At midnight 
the immense building of the Trabing Com- 
mercial Co., with a large stock of goods, 
was completely destroyed. The loss will 
probably reach $150,000. Petey — about $60,- 
00 insurance. J. : M. Watkins’ 
store, adjoining the Trabiny building, was 
crushed like an egg shell by the falling walls, 
and the stock is buried under the ruins. 
Four men were injured. James Foster is 
dead and George Cordiner, a University stu- 
dent, who was buried with others under a 
falling wall, cannot live. The Meyers Dry 
Goods Co. occupied one of the destroyed 
bulldings, and its large stock was entirely 
destroyed. 


GETTING THE OLD RATE. 


Two-thirds of the Pittsburg District 
Miners Back at Work. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., March 14.—The strike 
of the miners of the ‘Pittsburg district is but 
one week old and there are two-thirds of 
the miners at work at the union rate. The 
strikers consider the fight practically won, 
but they may yet bump up against some 
adverse circumstances in the persons of ob- 
stinate railroad operators. The river oper- 
ators have conceded the demands of the 
miners and there has been a general re- 
sumption of work at all the river mines. 
All the river craft are being loaded and as 
long as this rush continues there will be 
work, not only for the full number of river 
miners, but also for a large number of ex- 
tra men from the railroad mines. 

On the other hand, the railroad operators 
refuse to pay more than 55 cents per ton 
and the majority of their mines are idle. 
They claim that 2 are compelled to re- 
fuse orders because they cannot fill th:@: at 
the price quoted by competitors and pay the 
price demanded by the union.
